ter fair attracted the best horses, show 
animals, and best concessions. 
The Mis­ 
souri fair, is set for the week pieceding 
the Illinois fair this year. 
There is an upward trend in the breed­ 
ing and' owning of saddle horses, trotters 
and runners which is gaining momentum. 
Missouri has hundreds of breeders and 
pure-bred cattle, hogs, sheep and pouiti>. 
To interest these breeders in the v alue of 
sjiowing their stock annually at the state 
fair would increase interest 100 per cent. 
.While 'it is true that a few breeders of 
£ arm liv estock do show at the state fair 
the percentage compared to the number 
do not 
participate 
in the fair is 
amazing. 
Missouri, too, could hav e an annual ex­ 
hibition at the state fair of natural re­ 
sources which could scarcely be equalled 
by any other state, such as the products 
of her mines, her factories and v egetable 
displays from farms. An interesting feat­ 
ure in connection with the v egetables and 
fruit displays from the farms would be 
to offer prizes for freak productions on 
the farms.

Hipó lito Yrigoyen, former president of 
Argentina- 
He 
held a great 
inlluence 
ov er the people. 
In protest against the 
high tariff policy of the United States, he 
refused to inv ite the president-elect, Her­ 
bert Hoov er, to v isit Buenos Aires. 
‘*A politician, he nev er made a speech; 
he nev er wrote a book; he consistently 
refused to submit to inteiwiewers. 
Until 
he was elected to the presidency for his 
first term in 19 16 he had nev er held a 
public office of importance. 
He liv ed in 
seclusion and the utmost simplicity ev en 
when .he held 
the 
highest post in the 
land; he constantly 
shunned 
the lime­ 
light, and yet this man of mystery whose 
policies were v ague and whose ofticial 
pronouncements obscure, w*as the idol of 
the people. 
In fact he was affectionately 
referred to as The father of the poor/ 
says the Louisv ille Courier-J ournal. 
“ His sympathy for 
the 
masses was 
Yrigoyen’s strength. 
Though diplomats 
and high officials were kept waiting in 
his ante-rooin, the door to his priv ate of­ 
fice was always open to t^e men and 
women of he poorer classes. 
He was of 
them and knew tliem and they in turn 
knew and idolized him. 
In a measure he 
was of the Lincoln type, and the first of 
that type in Argentina to rise from pov ­ 
erty to the presidency. 
He was a man ut 
the people."

IMPROVES GENERALLY 
With the country entering into the 
second half of the year with a comfort­ 
able lead ov er a year ago, it is apparent­ 
ly facing the future with brighter pros­ 
pects and more hope than for some time 
past.

The results of a country-wide surv ey 
of business, 
made 
by 
the New York 
Board of Trade, 
Inc., 
rev ealed marked 
improv ement 
in 
employment, 
working 
hours, wages, payrolls, v olume of sales 
and public 
confidence 
in 
all sections. 
Among the specific improv ements noted 
were gains in postoffice receipts, bank 
clearings, electric and gas consumption, 
telephones, industrial production, whole­ 
sale and retail sales, carloadings and rail­ 
road and other transportation. 
“ Using ev ery index by wdiich business 
is measured,” the board comments, “ the 
replies indicate substantial progress gen­ 
erally throughout the entire country.” 
While the present adv ance may slow 
up perceptibly during the next sixty days, 
indications are that business this fall will 
be good and with a continuation of the 
apparent spirit of cooperation betw'een 
all public 
officials, 
organized 
business 
and the public generally in w’orking for 
the good of all rather than for self, the 
citizens of Pettis county may look for­ 
ward to the future with anticipation and 
brighter hopes.

A NEW TYPE OF AMBASSADOR 
In Dr. William E. Dodd, soon to take 
up his duties as American ambassador to 
Germany, it is ev ident that a new and 
different kind of diplomat comes into the 
picture. 
One of the conditions agreed to 
by the president was that Dr. Dodd is not 
to be subject to criticism by gov ernment 
officials, either in Washington or in Ber­ 
lin for liv ing within the allowance for 
the office— that is, he is not to sacrifice 
the small sav ings of a lifetime in order 
to indulge in useless display in Germany. 
The traditions of our diploma^c serv ­ 
ice, especially among the younger ele­ 
ment, Dr. Dodd feels, hav e been leaning 
more and more in the direction of ex­ 
trav agance, 
according 
to the Hannibal 
Courier-Post. 
The president said when 
he called Dr. Dodd in Chicago, that he 
wished a univ ersity man in Berlin, Fro. 
fessor Dodd replied that he w^ould hav e 
to liv e the univ ersity life, if he accepted 
the appointment. 
The president agreed. 
Most of Ambassador 
Dodd’s 
“ small 
sav ings of a lifetime” are represented by 
his model dairy farm at Kound Hill, in 
Loudoun county, Virginia, about 50 miles 
from the White House- 
He is intensely 
proud of the fact that the property is not 
and nev er has been in need of ’’farm re­ 
lief.” 
Mr. Dodd thinks he has worked out a 
procedure which, if applied to the coun­ 
try, would solv e the problem of unem­ 
ployment. 
It is a little, old farm of high 
fertiliiy, which yields 14 whites and eight 
colored persons a liv ing, pays taxes and 
nets the owner about two per cent on the 
inv estment.
